‘Think Spring’ 


Termed “Tentative & Preliminary” At This Point 


- School Officials Unveil ‘No Frills’? Budget 


by Joe Schrader 

Focal point of discussion at Monday night’s regular April 
meeting of the school board centered around preparation of the 
, budget for the 1980-81 school year, which will become effective July 
1, 1980. 

Termed a ‘tentative preliminary budget,” figures unveiled 
Monday night were 1) predicated on the basis that no millage in- 
crease will be sought for next year, and 2) prepared without infor- 
mation on a number of monetary factors that can only be deter- 
mined at a later date. Operating expenditures of $3,686,683 were 
expected to match anticipated revenues in the same amount, thus 
allowing for no ‘‘contingencies.”’ 

‘‘Administrators agree that we just cannot ask the community 
for a millage increase for next year," Dr. Diedrich commented, 
“and what we prepared to show you tonight is based on the best in- 
formation available at the present time.” 


One of the significant question marks if the determination of 
the County Tax Allocation Board, which will decide in May how 
much of 15 mills to be divided up will go to the schools. This year, 
7.1 mills were allocated for school use. Administrators and the 
board are hopeful it will be increased to 7.5 mills for next year, thus 
regaining a .4 mill reduction made about three years ago. Restora- 
tion of the 7.5 mills would generate about $40,000 additional money 
for school use next year. Other variables include school enrollment 
figures for next year and the amount of state aid the district will 
receive. 

Highlights of the 1980-81 budget (again, tentative and prelimi- 
nary) discussed Monday, one that, according to Diedrich, ‘‘con- 
tains no contingency fund”, included the following: 

—Reinstatement of some community education programs cut 
this year, including return of the Travel & Adventure series to the 
high school. Restoration of summer programs that are determined 


to be ‘‘cost effective.” 

—~Reinstatement of driver education programs for high school 
students cut this year. Preliminary plans call for summer training 
programs only. 

~-Needed maintenance and repair of school facilities, including 
work on the roof at the elementary school. 

—~Purchase of two new school busses to replace a pair which 
are beyond reasonable repair, and a truck for use by school main- 
tenance personnel. 

Administrators and the board agreed that next year ‘‘will be 
tough, financially.” And beyond next year? The school’s financial 
outlook could well be influenced by major alterations in state law 
and success of the so-called Tisch amendments. 

“This is a budget administrators think they can live with,” 
Diedrich concluded.

Thomas E. Kent, Crawford 
County, Prosecuting Attorney 
since January of 1977, will 
resign his post effective May Ist 
to accept a position out of the 
Graylng area. 

Kent told the Avalanche late 
last week that he will be joining 
the Grand Rapids Law Firm of 
VanderVeen and Gould and that 
he has discussed his resignation 
with Circuit Court Judge 
William Porter. Kent said Por- 
ter will name a replacement to 
complete his unexpired term 
which ends in January of next 
year. 

‘VanderVeen and Gould is a 
growing legal firm,” Kent in- 
dicated, ‘‘and one with great 
potential.’’ He said the firm has 
another office in Washington 
and specializes in personal in- 
jury litigation. VanderVeen is 
Richard VanderVeen, who 
assumed Gerald Ford’s GOP 
congressional post when he 
became President following 
Nixon’s resignation. 

Kent captured the county's 
top law enforcement post in the 
1976 fali elections and took of- 
fice in January of 1977. Often 
the subject of controversy in 
county matters, Kent survived 
arecall election in May of 1978. 

An associate of locai attorney 
Nelson A. Miles when he first 
came to Grayling in 1974, Kent

Withholding Proposal 
Discourages Savings 


Sometimes it’s hard to figure 
out if the Administration is 
trying to encourage people to 
save money, or discourage 
them. 


Savings are at one of the @ 


lowest points in history. 
Economists agree that we must 
encourage savings in an effort 
to combat inflation. Just recen- 
tly the President signed the 
Windfall Profits Tax which con- 
tained a provision allowing the 
first $200 in interest or dividend 
income to be exempt from tax.

dangerous rate when they must 


be encouraged to keep produc: 


tivity at a competitive level. 
The President has proposed a 
plan to automatically withhold 
taxes from interest made on 
savings and _ investments. 
Financial institutions would be 


required to turn a portion of the - 


interest directly over the the 
federal government whenever 
payments are made. . 

The President’s withholding 
proposal is completely con- 
trary to the interest exemption. 
It benefits no one but the federal 
government by allowing the 
government to use that money 
during the year, rather than 
giving savers the option of 
leaving it in an account until tax 
time. 

‘There doesn’t seem to be a 
great deal of reason to institute 
this new withholding tax, 
either. It has never been 
demonstrated that people are 
NOT reporting interest and 
dividend income. If the intent of 
the proposal is to assure that 
the government receives the 
Tevenues which it is due, then 
the President must prove that 
the present system is being 
abused, and that the automatic 
withholding is indeed warran- 
ted. I don’t believe it is. 

One other point I would like to 
make is that, if the proposal is 
instituted, it will require ad- 
ditional reporting and. paper- 
work by the already heavily 
regulated financial industry. 
The inconvenience and expense 
alone would seem to rule out the 
feasibility of such a proposal 
even before considering the im- 
portance of such a disincentive 
to savings.

Lansing Report 
By State Rep. Ralph Ostling 


Property Tax Petition 
Drive Announced: 

My Republican colleague in 
the House, State Represen- 
tative Mark Siljander of Three 
Rivers, is the architect of a 
measure to cut property taxes 
by up to 70 percent. Last week 
he announced a. state-wide 
petition drive to place his 
amendment on the November 
ballot. 

The Siljander amendment 
would eliminate property tax on 
the first 26 mills assessed by the 
state’s school districts, 
resulting in a net tax savings of 
more than a third of a billion 
dollars. Some $450 million in 
lost revenues would be made up 
through a one percent increase 


| in the state’s sales and use tax. 


The measure needs 286,722 


' signatures to place it on the fall 


ballot. 

This is an innovative, broad 
approach to property tax reduc- 
tion. 

It’s a tax cut, not a shift, that 
will save the citizens of our 
state a tremendoys amount of 
money. It’s responsible and 
gives people the kind of tax 
relief they are demanding. 

The Siljander plan, if ap- 
proved by the voters, would: 

Exempt all property tax on 
homes valued up to $50,000 for 
senior citizens and blind and 
disabled persons. 

—Substantially increase tax 
breaks for renters. 

—Limit state income tax bur- 
den by mandating that personal 
exemptions rise with the rate of 
inflation. 

—~Guarantee lottery revenues 
for education. 


| —Limit the number of school - 
millage elections to two per - |, 


year. 

Result in a cut in state spen- 
ding. 

—Provide direct state reim- 
bursement to local units of 
government. 

— Require a two-thirds vote of 
the Legislature to increase 
taxes or create a new tax. 

This amendment is a sound 
approach to property tax re- 
duction. It doesn’t take the kind 
of meat-axe approach that 
would seriously cut vital state 
services that other amendmen- 
ts do. Many other proposals to 
cut property taxes will be of- 
fered soon, but they are in the 
drafting stages at the present 
time.

These should be 
obtained soon if the amendment 
is to get on the November 
general election ballot as all 
signatures have to be collected 
by the end of June.

Need Worker's Comp System Change 


If true reform of Michigan’s 
costly Workers’ Compensation 
System does not come about 
soon, the economy and job op- 
portunities in our area~and in 
the entire state-will suffer.

We made it clear to our legis- 
lators that the package of 13 
bills recently introduced by 
Sen. Plawecki certainly doesn’t 
come close to true and balanced 
reform.

Legislation To

Work Comp 


Lansing—State Senator Mitch 
Irwin, (Sault Ste. Marie), is 
urging the Senate Labor and 
Retirment Committee to report 
out onto the Senate Floor a bill 
which would give a boost to the 
logging industry by lowering 
workers’ cornpansation costs. 

“Fnactment of a meaningful 
law which will enable loggers to 
keep operating is absolutely 
essential in order to give nor- 
thern Michigan’s - sagging 
economy a badly needed shot in 
the arm,” said Irwin. 

“Senate Bill 1044 would 
provide 1,400 small-time, in- 
dependent logging companies, 
which have been struggling for 
the last several years, the help 
they need to stay in business, as 
well as help promote an expan- 
sion of the industry in 
Michigan,’’ Irwin said. “There 


- could be no more critical time 


than the present for the Legis- 
lature to act on this bill.”’ 

Irwin called upon the com- 
mittee to approve the bill at its 


! Apri] 16 meeting, when the 


measure is scheduled for con- 
sideration, ‘‘There is no 
question that this legislation 
may be a reasonable solution to 
a severe problem in the logging 
industry,” Irwin said.

News of Good 
Things Growing 


With warm breezes gently 
filling many of our days, 
thoughts turn to getting out- 
doors for fresh air and warm 
sunshine. Good things growing 
in Michigan include many foods 
ideal for spring picnic planning. 

Plan an “‘all-Michigan’’ pic- 
nic centered around your 
favorite recipe of potato salad 
coupled with a ham loaf made 
with Easter Sunday’s leftovers. 

Combine four cups ground 
cooked ham with one small 
onion, finely chopped. Suak two 
cups seasoned breadcrumbs in 
one-half cup hot water, mix 
with ham mixture and two 
eggs slightly beaten. Line an 8 x 
3-inch loaf pan with foil and 
sprinkle with one-quarter cup 
brown sugar and one-quarter 
teaspoon ground cloves. Place 
four canned peach halves on the 
sugar. Press meat mixture into 
the pan and bake one hour at 350 
degrees. Turn out on a heated 
platter and carefully peel off 
the foil. 

If you want to add a vegetable 
to the menu, it’s a little early for 
fresh Michigan corn-on-the-cob, 
but corn pudding or escalloped 
corn, aS some people prefer, is 
delicious. 

Add some tasty cole slaw 
made with Michigan cabbage, 
carrots and onions to the menu 
and baked apples for dessert. 
Rome Beauty, “queen of the 
baking apples,” and Northern 
Spy, both popular varicities in 
our state, are excellent baking 
apples. Michigan apple growers 
lead the nation with their 
production of Northern Spies 
and produced about 100 million 
pounds of the two varicties last 
year. A total 680 million pounds 
of apples of all varictics were 
harvested in 1979, third largest 
production in the nation. 

Pickles are a picnic peren- 
nial, as are Michigan carrot and 
celery sticks, for a garnish tray. 
Other Michigan items you 
might want to add to your gar- 
nish display are deviled eggs, 
cottage cheese, stuffed or Fren- 
ch fried mushrooms or onion 
rings, 

If the weather should change, 
don’t let it spoil your plans. Just 
move your pienic indoors, Pick 
up a potted plant and use its 
freshness to bring the outdoors 
inside! Our state’s floriculture 
industry is the fourth largest in 
the nation, earning $42.1 million 
in 1978 {latest figures availa- 
ble).

Iran, hostages 
top agenda

® AFTER ALMOST 150 days in the 


spotlight, Iran and the 50 American 
prisoners still are the hottest subject in 
Washington, with Afghanistan a close 
second and the state of the economy an 
even closer third. 

That's the conclusion gained from my 
recent attendance at the National 
Newspaper Association government af- 
fairs conference in Washington. 

Speaker after speaker visited with some 
300 or so representatives of the weekly 


@rnd small daily newspaper field from 


around the country, and the Iranian 
situation was the most popular subject. 
Almost everyone in Washington seems 
to be an expert on Iran, yet nobody really 
seems to know what to do about it. There 
are all sorts: of views about how we got 
where we are, but not too many cogent 
suggestions about how we get out of it. 
FORMER NEWSPAPERMAN Hod- 


4 @r Carter, now spokesman for the State 


Wepartment and an almost daily 
television celebrity, was also a celebrity 
among his former colleagues. Carter 
edited a small daily in Mississippi before 
moving to the Washington spotlight. 
Defending the present policy of 
restraint in Iran, Carter pointed out the 
difficulty of ‘dealing with factions 
(within Iran) that barely co-exist 
generally.’’ He said ‘this administration 
is not willing to be pallbearers for 50 


‘@mericans while there's any chance of 


getting them out alive, 

He also challenged ‘‘anyone to tell us 
how to do it,’ and, referring to 1980's 
political climate, he said, ‘‘] want any 
politician to pledge to go to all 50 
funerals’’ if harsher steps are advocated. 

ASKED ABOUT security measures 
before the embassy was seized, Carter 
responded: 

“No embassy in the world is secure 


\ @nough to stand if the host country won’t 


protect it...’’ 

He added, in defense of the administra- 
tion’s firm stand on the militans’ deman- 
ds: 

‘Tf one item of blackmail ‘succeeds, 
then 138 embassies abroad, are en- 
dangered. The United States cannot give 
anything of substance: to these people 
unless we are prepared to bring back all 
our foreign diplomats.”’ 


A From a political standpoint, Hodding 
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after we get the hostages out...and we will 
get them out.”’ 

NOT ALL SPEAKERS before the 
NNA conference were as sympathetic to 
the Jimmy Carter administration as was 
Hodding Corte (nc reiation, by the way). 

In another session Richard Helms, 
former ambassador to Iran and former 
head of the CIA, bristled at suggestions 
that intelligence was lax in Iran. 

“Don’t blame intelligence,” Helms 
responded to a questioner. ‘We had in- 
telligence. What intelligence is is infor- 
mation upon which to base actions: but if 
you don’t take the right action, all the in- 
telligence in the world won’t do you any 
good. 

Helms also suggested that the 
American hostages are not being held to 
assure the return of the Shah to Iran, but 
rather ‘‘they are being held for the inter- 
nal purposes of the Ayatollah.”’ 


ANOTHER FORMER ambassador, 
Robert Neumann, who was ambassador 
to Afghanistan among other tours of 
duty as a professional diplomat for the 
U.S., was generally critical of President 
Carter’s foreign policies. 

‘‘Sometimes I think this administration 
must know how to do things right, even 
though they always do things so badly,” 
Newmann said. ‘Otherwise, under the 
law of averages, they’d get something 
right once in a while.”’ 

Other speakers before the NNA con- 
ference dealt with their 
specialities—Secretary Shirley Huf.- 
stedler on the new Department of Edu- 
cation; Secretary Charles W. Duncan on 
energy; Postmaster General William F., 
Bolger on mail rates and problems, which 
are always dear to the hearts of small 
town publishers; Chief Justice Warren 
Burger on the mechanics of the Supreme 
Court; Sen. Richard Schweiker and Rep. 
Jack Kemp on the state of the nation and 
the economy; Sen. John C, Culver on the 
SALT treaties; Sen, John Glenn on alter- 
nate energy sources; Sen. Howell Heflin 
on the freedom of the press to cover cour- 
ts and governments; and various other 

. agency and congressional officials. 

But the overriding concern this time 
around was foreign affairs—and the fate 
of the hostages in Iran and the United 
States in the Middle East. 

It was a serious conference...properly 
so, because these are serious times.
